diately. 


Within five days from date of 


sentence Snook must be removed 
to "murderers row" in the state 
penitentiary to await electrocution.

BRINGS AGREEMENT 


NEARER 


THE HAGUE, Aug. 13. 


(AP) — Complete evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland before 
Christmas was today prac- 
tically decided upon at a 
meeting of the principal del- 
egates of Germany, Great 
Britain, France and Belgium 
to the Hague repartlons coference. 
Foreign Minister Gustauv Strese- 
mann of Germany announced on 
leaving the meeting "we are much 
nearer a final settlement.'.' 
The British delegation stated the 
date for complete evacuation would 
be given out after Premier Brland 
of France had had an opportunity 
to consult his military advisers. 


Since only the date for comple- 
tion of the evacuation Is In ques- 
tion, it is assumed the date for be- 
ginning evacuation 
has 
already 


been decided. . 


The evacuation is to begin not 
later than Sept. 1. 


THE HAGUE, Aug. 13.—UPh-Al- 
most immediate evacuation of the 
Rhineland was seen today as the 
result of a most satisfactory talk 
between the Germans and the oc- 
cupylng powers.

WASTED FOOD. 


A survey was recently 


made in Middle 
Western 


states to determine the value 
of food wasted in homes in 
the United States in a year. 
Some of.the statistics arriv- 
ed at are that of 28,750,000 
homes in the United States 
only 55 per cent have refrig- 
erators and only 20 per cent 
use ice twelve months of the 
year. 


From the foregoing fig- 


ures it was calculated that 
the average loss through 
spoiled food is 10 cents per 
day per family. 
That is 


about $36 a year. If hall 
the homes have 
no food 


spoilage because of proper 
refrigeration the annual loss 
for the other half is increas- 
ed $72 a year. 


Yet, when everything 
is 


taken into consideration, this 
is not such a bad record. In 
proportion to food consum- 
ed, it is a tribute to the abil- 
ity of the American house- 
wife that so little is wasted 
If it is possible to cut the loss 
it should be done, of course; 
but if the average home 
wastes no more than 
10 


cents' worth of food a day 
there is no reason for com- 
plaint.

We, your committee named by the president to investigate the FIFTY CENT PER BALE 


COTTON HANDLING FEE and seek its elim ination, have held several conferences with 
representatives of the several factors interested. 


Our findings, briefly, are as follows: 
First, the fifty cent per bale fee was added by local cotton merchants at the beginning of 


last years cotton season to meet what they felt was a part of the legitimate expense incident 
to the marketing of cotton.

Second, the fee was unpopular with the farmers and worked to the disadvantage of the 


local spot market. 
" 


Through the very fine cooperation of each of the interested groups, we have been able to 


arrive at what we believe is an entirely satisfactory solution for eliminating the fee. 


The local banks, through the Corsicana Clearing House, have agreed to waive exchange 


on clearance of inter-bank transactions within the city. 


The Corsicana Warehouse Company and E. K. Moore's Cotton Yard have agreed to lower 


their fee per bale from seventy-five to sixty cents. 


\ . Corsicana cotton merchants have agreed, in view of these concessions, to eliminate Imme- 


diately the fifty-cent per bale charge to the farmer and thus absorb their part of this handling 
fee, giving the advantage to the farmer, a 


We have found a spirit of give and take among these groups and a desire to keep Corsicana 


to the forefront as a favorable local cotton market. We believe the farmer will appreciate 
this desire to work to his interest and the community as a whole will be benef itted through 
good will which will come from this action.
